REPORT ON ACCIDENTS 
REITERATED BY COOK 


Replying to a denial made Thurs- 
day by Police Chief T. O. Sturdivant 
that Atlanta had the worst accident 
record proportionate to its population 
of any large American city, Charlie 
Cook, secretary of Dixie Associated 
Motorists, said that while his first 
statement was not intended as a re- 
flection on the vigilance of officers, 
“revised figures do show that Atlanta 
leads other cities in proportionate 
fatal traffic accidents.” 

The motorist association had re- 
ported 64 deaths and 1,370 persons 
injured in 2,984 accidents for the first 
eight months of 1932. Chief Sturdi- 
vant, in a talk before the day watch 
Thursday, denied the figures of the 
motorist club and said there were 
1,551 accidents in the city limits of 
Atlanta during the period referred 
to, which resulted in death to 37 
persons and injury to 746. 


The chief pointed out that Mr. Cook 
had included in his reports accidents 
which occurred in suburban cities, or 
in the area known as Greater At- 
lanta. 

Mr. Cook said that while it was 
true that his figures covered accidents 
in the Greater Atlanta area, still they 
were “approximately accurate.” 

Mr. Cook said further that “using 
the chief’s own figure of 37 killed in 
accidents in Atlanta proper, we find 
that 12.5 persons for every 100,000 
population were fatally injured dur- 
ing the period in question, which per- 
centage is only slightly below the 
record of Portland, Akron and Fort 
Worth.” 

He added that his figures were not 
given out to reflect upon the effi- 
ciency of the Atlanta police depart- 
ment.

BALTIMORE, Oct. 6—(4)—The 
Manufacturers Record says the south 
has reached such a dominant position 
in the textile field that during the 
year which closed July 31 southern 
mills cénsumed more than 4,035,000 
bales of cotton of a total consumption 
by all -American mills of 4,966,000 
bales. ~ 

And compared with 1931, the south 
showed a decrease of only 2 per cent 
in consumption while there was a de- 
cline in consumption in mills outside 
the south of 25 per cent. 

Southern textile mills have been 
making better production records dur- 
ing the depression than other princi- 
pal industries of the —— the Man- 
ufacturers. Record says. he cotton 
manufacturing rate of operation has 
never been below per cent and at 
times has been more than 90 per cent 
of capacity on a single shift- basis. 

e Record says the south’s textile 
supremacy has been augmented by es- 
tablishment of some of the largest 
of mills has been underway even dur- 
ing the three years of depression. 

Approximately 1,750 individual tex- 


tile plants are located in the southern 
states. A total of 939 of the mills 
spin and weave cotton, 423 knit ma- 
terials, 88 dye and finish goods, 50 
manufacture rayon goods and 84 man- 
ufacture silk products, 

Since 1925 the south has made a 
net gain in installed spindles of more 
than 1,500,000. A total of 74 pér 
cent of the nation’s active spindles, 
which numbered 22,022,000 in August, 
is in the south. Nearly 85 per cent 
of all spindles installed in southern 
mills were active at some time during 
that month. 

The value of textile production of 
southern mills was more than $¥65.- 
000,000 in 1929 and they spent during 
that*year more than $595,000.000 for 
materials, fuel and power. That fiz- 
ure does ndt include amounts spent 
for expansion and improvements of 
plants. 

The textile business in the south 
reached the point that during the year 
closing in July, per cent of domes- 
tic cotton consumption in textile mills 
was consumed by southern plants.

Rather than jeopardize the hopes 
of democracy in the nation, which 
feel my candidacy might do, I request 
that my name be withheld from the 
convention, and this decision is based 
solely upon my willingness to put the

McKee’s Name Withheld. 

An agreement to put O’Brien up for 
the remainder of the Walker term run- 
ning to the end of 1933, found all five 
city borough leaders in accord.

Roosevelt Draws Far Ahead 
Of Hoover in Digest Returns 


Roosevelt increases his lead over 
Hoover in the third week’s returns 
from 20 states in the Literary Di- 
gest's presidential poll of 20,000,000 
ballots, gaining a clear majority of the 
798,089 ballots tabulated in tomor- 
row’s issue of the magazine. 

Roosevelt has 404,992 votes, or 
50.75 per cent, and Hoover has 325.- 
845 or 40.82 per cent of the total 
tabulated. Norman Thomas, the so- 
cialist candidate, is receiving 6.65 per 
cent of the ballots with the other five 


of 1.78 per cent of the total vote. 


Hoover is leading in the six states 
of Connecticut, Maine, Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey and 
Rhode Island, which have a combined 
electoral college vote of 54, 

Roosevelt is leading in Alabama, 
California, Colorado, Georgia, Illinois, 
Indiana, Mississippi, Montana, New 
York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, South 
Carolina, West Virginia and Wiscon- 
son, which states poll 244 votes in the 
electoral college. 

In an analysis of “how the same 
voters voted in 1928,” Roosevelt is 


shown gaining less strength from the

British, American and French in- 
terests are concerned in rapid pfepara- 
tions that ure now being made to 
star® construction this month of the 
longest pipe line that has ever been 
built. It-is the Iraq petroleum pipe 
line, which will traversea length of 
1,200 miles from Kirkuk, the ‘Mosul 
oil field area, to the Mediterraneah 
seaboard. 

The large new harbor of Haifa and 
the small bay of El Mina, the sea 
outlet of Tripoli in the Lebanon, are 
destined for a great future when the 
whole scheme is completed. 

At Haifa wide areas of: land have 
been set aside for the stdéres and later 
for the receiving and refining plants 
into which the crude petroleum will | 
gush from Mosul. The refirved spirit 
will then be supplied along subter- 
ranean pipes to tankers in the har- 
bors. Hundreds of lorries and cars 
are now being utilized in the large 
transport fleet required to serve the 
route. Scammell, Thornycreft, White, 
International and Renault lorries with 
trailers and Hilman touring cars are 
already on the job, equipped with 
wheels larger than usual to help them 
navigate the soft desert sands and 
rocky mountain plateaux.

| Health’ Talks

THE MANUFACTURE OF GALL- 
STONES. | 

Gallstones and stones in the kid- 
ney or bladder have nothing whatever 


in common and should never be con- 
fused. : ‘ 

Why people have gallstones is atill 
in part a speculative question and in 
part a matter of scientific knowledge. 

In nearly if not quite all cases there 
is a nidus of bacteria upon which the 
substances from the bile are deposited 
in successive layers until a concretion 
is-formed. The concretion may be 
the size of a grain of sand or any 
size from that up to the size of a 
walnut. Usually there are many such 
stones present, but sometimes just one 
large.stoue. They form in the gall sac 
or in the bile ducts. / 

Normally the bile ducts and the gall- 
bladder are sterile so far as disease- 
producing germs or hacteria are con- 
cerned. In various illnesses such germs 
may be eliminated through the bile 
apparatus or a colony of pathogenic 
germs may become established in a 
focus of infection in‘ the gall sac, ; 
Typhoid fever is notorious for this. 
Many a typhoid “earrier” owes his 
state to the persistent multiplication 
of typhoid bacilli in his gall sac, per- 
haps years after the original attac of 
typhoid fever. Many a victim of gall- 
stones owes his trouble to an attack 
of typhoid years ago. In some in- 
stances typhoid bacilli have been 
found in the center of a gallstone 
more than 30 years after the attack 
of typhoid fever. 

Whether gallstones can or do form 
from other causes than bacterial in- 
fection, I am unable to Jearn, Because 
women who are fat and 40 are par- 
ticularly subject to gallstone disease, 
and because. most of these sufferers 
have two bad habits, namely, dodging 
work, play or exercise and wearing 
stays, corsets, supporters, girdles and 
other belly-repressing accouterment, it 
seems to me that the sins indicated 
may contribute to the trouble. We 
shall refer to this factor in more de- 
tail in a Jater talk. 

Gallstones are composed of chole- 
sterin, or of lime salts, or both, with 
some coloring matter, all the sub- 
stances entering into their formation 
being derived from the. bile, in which 
they are normally present. Gallstones 
composed chiefly of cholesterin are 
softer and less easily detected by 
X-ray examination than are stones 
containing considerable calcium. 

Anyone, particularly a woman, who 
begins at middle age to have flatulent 
dyspepsia should go to a _ physician 
for careful examination for evidences 
of cardiovascular disease, gallstones or 
cancer. 

The common colon bacillas, a nor- 
mal inhabitant of the intestine which 
under certain abnormal circumstances 
becomes capable of causing disease, is 
often found at the center of a gall- 
stone. The notorious streptococcus is 
another germ that may provide the 
nidus for the formation of a gallstone. 
the streptococcus reaching the bile 
tract from some _ septic focus else- 
where in the body. 

In the great majority of cases gall- 
stones produce digestive disturbances 
only and in only one out of five cases 
does the patient suffer with jaundice 
or biliary colic.

Rapping G.O.P. Farm Policy, 


STATE CAPITOL, ALBANY, N. Y., 
Oct. 6.—(AP)—There follows the 
co e text of Governor Roose- 
velt’s radio address today to lunch- 
con meetings of the Roosevelt Busi- 
ness and Professional Men’s League 
held throughout the country: 


I am glad to have this opportunity 
of speaking to luncheéns in many 
arts of the United States of the 
oosevelt Business and Professional 
Men’s League. I have heartily wel- 
comed the support of your organiza- 
tions. You represent a very large 
group of the thoughtful business 
and professional men thryuughout the 
nation. You represent a liberal and 
understanding point of view towards 
the relationship of business and gov- 
ernment, and you include in your 
membersiip all political parties. 

It sometimes has been said that 
-it takes a great national crisis to 
rouse the interest of businessmen in 
the affairs of government—but I do 
not believe that this is any more 
true of businessmen that it is of any 
ofher occupation or profession in the 
country. It is, however, undoubtedly 
true that for many years republican 
leaders have been able by assiduous 
advertising to persuade a large per- 
centage of businessmen that their 
best interests lay in the success of 
the republican party. 
TEMPORARY PATCHES 
BEST EFFORTS OF G. 0. P. 

It is needless for me to point out 
that the events of the past three 
years have proven to very many of 
these same businessmen that the re- 
publican leadership is by no means 
proof against unsound economics re- 
sulting in disastrous speculation and 
subsequent ruin. Furthermore, this 
same leadership has been unable to 
do more than put temporary patches 
on a leaking roof, without any at- 
tempt to put a new roof: on our eco- 
nomic structure. And you all know 
that a roof that has to be mended 
in some. new place after every rain 
won't last long, but must be rebuilt 
as quickly as possible. And business- 
men in every part of the country 
have learned this other lesson from 
the depression; that an artificial, 
overstimulated boom is -an unsound 
menace, especially if it affects only 
one portion of the population, while 
other portions of our population are 
getting poorer and poorer. That is 
why I have so greatly stressed the 
necessity of restoring prosperity to 
our agricultural interests, to our 
cattle interests, to our mining inter- 
ests, as an essential adjunct to re- 
storing general business prosperity. 

This doctrine I have been preach- 
ing ever since the day I was nomi- 
nated, and I am happy that the 
president in his speech on Tuesday 
finally has come to agree with me 
on this point when he says “every 
thinking _ citizen knows that the 
farmer, the worker and. the business- 
man are in the same boat, and must 
all come to shore together.” 

ADMITS ALL. HANDS 
ARE MUCH AT SEA. 

I am glad also that he thereby ad- 
mits that the farmer, the worker and 
the businessman are now all of 
them very much at sea! 

I have just returned from a visit 
to a score of the states of the na- 
tion. I made this trip primarily to 
learn at first hand the problems and 
conditions in the various sections of 
the country. I took occasion to ex- 
plain various aspects of the program 
which I propose as a chart to guide 
my administration if I aly elected 
president. | 

Back in April in discussing cer- 
tain questions I used the term to 


describe my policy—not a new tern, | 


but one which had historic standing 
—.. eoncept of interests.” I have 
conceived it to be a necessity in the 
present state of affairs to keep this 
constantly in mind. 

To do otherwise is te go from 
group to group in the country, prom- 
ising temporary and oftentimes in- 
expedient things. It is to go to the 
farmers and promise them something 
and to :the businessmen and promise 
them another thing. In fact, we have 
had an excellent example recently of 
belated promises addressed specifical- 
ly to a group in the hope that with 
some new temporary expedient, sug- 
gested a month before election, the 
minds of farmers may be turned 
away from the grim fact of a con- 
sistently unfriendly attitude on the 
part of the administration over many 
years. This type of campaigning, 
which might be called a “pork bar- 
rel” campaign, is not my notion of 
what the country needs in a time 
like this. It is my profound convic- 
tion that the democratic candidates 
are to’ be entrusted with the admin- 
istration of government at the com- 
ing election. There will be high re- 
sponsibility and I am not going to 
enter upon that responsibility with- 
out charting a course sufficiently 
broad and deep to make certain a 
successful voyage. I am not going to 
confuse the long view by small items 
of temporary expediency. Hence I 
have. described the entire compass of 
my policy as a “concert of interests 
—north and south, east and west— 
agriculture, industry, mining, com- 
merce and finance. 

WANTS NEW CONCEPT 
OF GOVERNMENT DUTY. 

With this broad purpose in mind, 
I have further described the spirit 
of my progra:: as a “new deal, 
which is plain English for a changed 
concept of the duty and responsibility 
of government toward economic life. 
Into this general plan and actuated 
by this spirit, I have been setting the 
details of the program. intended to 
right specific troubles of specific 
groups without, at the same time, in- 
flicting hardships upon other groups. 
Above all, my program has looked to 
the long view, intending to see that 
the factors that brought about our 
present condition may not occur 
again. 

The central fact of our economir 
life is its failure to see beyond the 
harriers of immediate concerns. Per- 
haps it is too strong a word to call 
this ignerance—but it certainly 
means that we do not know enough 
about ways to produce and we do not 
know enough about ways of keeping 
on producing. With the most effi- 
cient system of industry ever devised 
our country has been brought to the 
point of reducing .its output by one 
half while most of us sit around and 
look at each other in bewilderment 
and indecision. We need to know 
how to keep on working. If we can 
learn this, and I believe we can. all 
our other problems can be solved 
with ease.

OTHER INDUSTRIES FACE 
SIMILAR PROBLEMS. 

Other industries have problems 
which in many essentials are similar 
to those of agriculture and they ought 
to be met in similar ways. Most of 
the other industries are more highly 
integrated, however, and their plan- 
ning policies are frequently further 
advanced. I spoke of two categories 
of those who are suffering the worst 
of contemporary distresses. Besides 
the farmers, there are the workers 
in other industries. : 

We need for them a greater as- 
surance of security. Old age, sick- 
ness and unemployment insurance 
are miinimum requirements in these 
days. But they are not enough. 
Whether we are thinking of the 
he@rt-breaking problem of present 
distress and of the possibility of pre- 
venting its recurrence —— future, 
or whether we are merely thinking 
about the prosperity and continuity 
of industry itself, we know now that 
some measures of regularization and 
planning for balance among indus- 
tries and for envisaging production . 
as a national activity must be de- 
vised. We must set up some new 
objectives; we must have new kinds 
of management. Business must think 
less of its own profit and more of 
the national function it performs. 
Fach unit of it must think of itself 
as part of a greater whole, one piece 
in a large design. 

| believe with all my heart that 
business and professional men hare 
a high sense of their responsibilities 
as American citizens, have a high 
regard for the public weltare. There- 
fore I am confident that they will go 
alognz with me in working whole- 
heartedly towards the national good 
in the broadest sense of that term. 
REPUBLICANS’ TARIFF 
REACHES LAST ABSURDITY. 

One more word to you, my friends. 
It is true that many businessmen 
have been taught the glittering gen- 
erality that high tariffs are the sal- 
vat of American business. You 
and I today know the final absurdity 
of a tariff so high that. it has pre- 
vented all outside nations from pur- 
chasing American-made goods for the 
very simple reason that because of 
our exclusive tariff they could not 
pay us in > and did not have 
the alternative of paying ué in gold. 

I remind you that for romantic 
adventurings in foreign markets we 
expect and hope to substitute realis- 
tie study and actual exchange of 
goods. We ‘shall try to discover with 
each country in turn the things 
which can be exchanged with mutual 
henefiteand shall seek to further this 
exchange to the best of our ability. 
This economic interchange is the 
most important item in any country’s 
foreign policy. Out of economic dis- 
putes arise the irritations which lead 
to competitive armament and are 
fruitful causes of war. More real- 
istic mutual arrangements for trade, 
substituted for the present system in 
which each nation attempts to ex- 
ploit the markets of every other, 
giving nothing in return, will do 
more for the peace of the world and 
will contribute more to supplement 
the eventual reduction of armament 
burdens than any other policy which 
could be devised. And at the same 
time it will make poe the ap- 
proach to a national economic policy 
at home which will have as its cen- 
tral feature the fitting of produc- 
tion programs to the actual proba- 
bilities of consumption. At least. 
the issue will no longer be confused 
by the impossible hopes of selling 
in foreign markets which cannot now 
pay for our products. There will 
no longer be that excuse for the 
"te pe ota of American industries. 
‘And they can begin the process of ac- 
commodation to markets on which 
they ean count which has been too 
long delayed. 

PUBLIC OPINION NEEDED 
FOR GOVERNMENTAL CHANGE. 

The relations between government 
and business’ will necessarily be in 
process of definition during the com- 
ing years. I said in a speech which 
redefined individualism in modern 
terms that business leaders are now 
expected to assume the responsibili- 
ties which accompany their power. 
It must be the policy of the govern- 
ment to see that they do it. A good 
deal can be done in this way. espe- 
cially if we mobilize public opinicn. 
It is a way we must honestly try. 
The time has come when industrial 
leadership must serve the public in- 
terest. I am sure that you will not 
fail to approve. 

I have discovered in my journey- 
ing that. as I suspected, the Ameri- 
can pecple are thoroughly disiliu- 
sioned concerning our economic poli- 
cies at home and abroad. There is 
arising an insistent demand for a 
new deal. I have been telling you 
some of the ways in which I con- 
ceive those insistent demands ought 
to be met. I should like to say again 
that there is neither magic nor cure- 
all in any of this. Hard necessity 
drives us now. The mandate is clear 
and peremptory. These are things 
we must dc. ‘ 

We fre engaged in a national] en- 
terprise. There are no sacred hig 
ly privileged special interests which 
we are pledging ourselves to protect. 
There is no panacea for our economic 
ills. There are, however, methods tu 
be tried for attaining a genuine con- 
cert of interests. I desire to pledge 
myself to this service. It I) be 
long and arduous; with the help of

Rapped by Banks 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 6.—(4)—Ar- 
gument against excessive legislative 
interference with the banking struc- 
ture of the nation on the ground the 
system is capable of making necessary 
adjustments automatically, or volun- 
tarily, was adyanced today in a re- 
port to the American Bankers Asso- 
ciation convention by its economic pol- 
icy commission.
